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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have provided post-filing publications 
by Teufel et al (2003) and Vistoli et al (2006) which indicate that the polypeptide of the instant invention is a carnosinase (CN1) and is 
useful in treating, preventing and diagnosing neural and neurodegenerative disorders. However, contrary to Applicants arguments, the 
proposition that the antibody claimed is drawn to a carnosinase polypeptide was never disclosed in the instant application as filed. The 
only disclosure provided in the instant application is the brain-specific expression of the peptide and the possibility that the protein may be 
involved in neuronal and neurodegenerative disedases. Therefore, the subsequently filed applications have provided disclosure that was 
absent in the present application as filed. An application has to be complete the date of its filing. Post-filing date publications cannot be 
used to provide a basis for assertions that are being currently argued by Applicants but were not in the specification as filed (in this case 
that the protein, to which the claimed antibody is raised, is a carnosinase based on its substrate specificity and biophysical and 
biochemical properties) .
